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BUSINESS LICENSE LAW ADOPTED 


The new business license ordinance was adopted by the 
city council Tuesday night. So the average business license 
tax will go up to $25 on July 1. 

Since the ordinance was adopted, we have heard a num- 
ber of Menlo Park merchants gripe about the increase. Per- 
haps their objections are well founded. But they are misplaced. 

Those merchants should have been at the council meeting 
and made their protests in person before passage of the ordin- 
ance. We saw only four Menlo Park businessmen in the aud- 
ience Tuesday night. As we see it, no one who was not there 
has any squawk coming. 

As for the RECORDER itself: We squawked. We received 
polite hearing and serious cooperation from all the councilmen 
present in an effort to iron out what we felt to be unfair. We 
wish to thank the council publicly for this fair minded treat- 
ment. 

No member of the council is to blame that matters became 
somewhat confused and were settled . . . backwards. 

The RECORDER’S complaint was based on the belief that 
we should pay a business license tax on our commercial print- 
ing operation, but that a license tax on newspaper publishing 
constitutes a violation of the Bill of Rights and is therefore un- 
constitutional. 

According to the ordinance as it was finally passed, we 
must pay to publish a newspaper, but not for our print shop 
operation. 

Well, we tried to uphold our principles. From now on, we 
shall pay the $25 license tax required of us, but protest the 
purpose for which it is paid. We shall ask the guardian of 
Our conscience to enter that tax as being paid because we do 
commercial printing and to consider that our newspaper is 
not being licensed. 
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MEMORIAL DAY, 1949 


As in the case of a year ago, a three-day holiday will come 
about by observance of Memorial Day next Monday. With 
it will come the inevitable invitation to death on the high- 
ways .. . and the inevitable plea for care in driving. 

The San Mateo county traffic safety commission offers 
what we think is a well-worded message to drivers who will 
take advantage of the extended weekend next Saturday, Sun- 
day and Monday, with the last paragraph the “punch line:”’ 

“The long holidy weekend gives many persons the chance 
to take a trip. Do put common sense caution behind the 
wheel of your car. Take your time, take care and take it 
easy. Watch out for the driver or the pedestrian who is not 
as careful as you are. 

“Memorial Day is a day to honor the dead . . . not 
to join them.” ; 

Only too well put. 

Menlo Park, because it is situated along two of the rmnost 
heavily traveled highways in all of California, cannot dodge 
the prospect of death and ‘injury resulting from holiday traffic. 

Our people here at home, by exercising simple precautions, 
can help maintain the record set in last year’s three-day Me- 


morial Day holiday: No traffic fatalities or injuries in Menlo 
Park. 


THOSE OLD PARKING WORRIES 


As pointed out many times . . . maybe so many times it be- 
comes tiresome . . . there are good reasons for Menlo Park 
residents to shop at home. One of the best reasons is the 
ample parking facilities available at no cost because of the 
absence of parking meters. 

The often-cussed, sometimes-praised coin devices don’t 
even loom as a remote prospect in Menlo Park and we aren't 
worried about the possibility of their being installed, thank 
goodness. What we want to do here is to say again that Menlo 
Park residents are doubly fortunate in having a growing bus- 
iness district in which it’s easy to use an automobile in shop- 
ping. 

An example in contrast was provided recently in Redwood 
City when the city’s first municipally-operated offstreet, down- 
town parking lot was opened with a fanfare of publicity and 
editorial commendation. The lot was described editorially as 
a “monument to good civic planning.’ 

Maybe so. It was a monument to something, at least, be- 
cause the offstreet area had been open to parking right along 
under private ownership. Merchants whose businesses border- 
ed the lot made it available to customers to use as they pleased, 
without charge. Quite possibly some motorists abused the 
privilege by staying overlong, but at any rate, there was some 
offstreet parking space. 

The area then was made into a municipal project, at a 
cost to the public of some $36,000 met by a voluntary assess- 
ment on bordering property, funds from a civic improvement 
bond issue and parking meter receipts. The area was re- 
surfaced, but that wasn’t the only change. Parking meters 
blossomed into being in the old ‘‘park-for-free”’ lot. 


So, ‘’Park Free in Menlo Park’ wouldn't be a bad slogan. 
Grass may be growing in some parts of the spacious parking 
plaza, but not parking meters.

Of ‘The Little Foxes’

Any lover of good theatre who 
missed the Menlo Plagers,, Guild 
production “The Little Fegxes,” given 
last week end at Burgess Pdrk The- 
ater, would do well to attend the 
repeat performance tonight or to- 
morrow night. 

A welcome change from trivial 
plays and mediocre production, 
“The Little Foxes”. is reminiscent 
of the excellent wark done by the 
Guild some four or five years ago. 

Much of the credit must go to 

Morton Zieve, Stanford graduate 
drama major, who ditgcted the 
play. Working against the usual 
difficulties, Zieve also had a con- 
siderably smaller group from 
which to cast. His touch is evi- 

dent in every phase of the play. 

Both he and his players are to be 
especially complimented on their 
restraint in the use of “southern 

accents,” instead of going “you 

all” all over the place, as is us- 
ually the case with amateurs. 

Zieve has exceptional directorial 
ability. 

Thelma Schaefer, in the role of 
Regina, gave a performance worthy 
of any professional actress. Miss 
Schaefer has appeared in several 
Guild plays but this is the first 
roll that has given her a chance to 
show what she can do.’

an increase of 233 1-3 per cent over 
the single fee now required. 

He contended the firm was in fact 
a single operation, using the same 
personnel, equipment and printing 
processes for both newspaper and 
job printing. 

He also contended that levying 

a separate license fee for a-news- 

paper operation would be to a- 

bridge the freedom of the press 

guaranteed by the constitution, 
and cited court decisions involv- 
ing the bill of rights. 

He contended that 
should be only for 
printing and that there should be 
no separate license for newspaper 
publishing. 

However, City Attorney James T. 
O'Keefe gave an opinion that a li- 
cense fee imposed on a newspaper 
is constitutional and council ac- 
cepted his advice. 

In a 3-1 vote, Councilman Edward 
Church dissenting, council remov- 
ed the double license feature as it 
concerned the RECORDER by re- 
wording the ordinance to read that
